EVER WERE ANY LONGER ON TERRITORY OF CUBA. PLEASE, HE SAID, 
DO NOT COMPLICATE SITUATION BY INSISTING UPON INTERMINABLE 
INSPECTION ON GROUND. IT WOULD BE IMPOSSIBLE TO GC ALL OVER 
CUBA TURNING OVER EVERY STONE, LOOKING INTO EVERY CAVE AND 
INTO EVERY BATHROOM TO DETERMINE WHETHER NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
STILL EXISTED THERE. THEY WERE GOING TO REAFFIRM THAT ALL 
NUCLEAR WEAFONS HAD BEEN REMOVED AND THAT THEY WERE NOT 
GOING TO REINTRODUCE THEM. 


MCCLOY SAID HE WANTED TO HAVE IT CLEAR THAT WE WERE NOT IN 
ANY WAY CONTEMPLATING STOPPING CF CVERFLIGHTS IN CUBA UNLESS 
AND UNTIL WE WERE SURE THAT THERE WAS NOT GOING TO BE ANY 
REINTRODUCTION OF THESE WEAPONS. WE WERE DOING UTMOST TO 
KEEP OVERSFLIGHTS TO MINIMUM BUT IN ABSENCE OF ANY ADEQUATE 
VERIFICATION THIS WAS ONLY THING WE COULD DO AND HE REPEATED 
THAT OVERFLIGHTS HAD PROBABLY SAVED US FROM WAR AND ‘THEY 
MIGHT DO SO AGAIN. MCCLOY MADE IT CLEAR THAT WE ΝΟΌΣ RETURN 
FIRE IF OUT PLANES WERE SHOT AT; THAT WE WERE GOING TO DO AS 
WE HAD BEEN DOING IN PAST; I.E., KEEP OVERFLIGHTS TO MINIMUM 
NECESSARY TO PROTECT OURSELVES AND HEMISPHERE. 


KUZNETSOV WAS CORDIAL THROUGHOUT. ZORIN WAS AS DIFFICULT AS 
EVER. AT END KUZNETSOV SAID THAT HE WAS GLAD TO HAVE THIS 
FRANK DISCUSSION OF OUR POSITION; THAT WE WAS TROUBLED ABOUT 
OUR POSITION IN REGARD TO VERIFICATION AND ASSURANCES 
AGAINST REINTRODUCTION AS HE COULD SEE HOW DISCUSSIONS IN 
REGARD TO THESE MIGHT GO ON INTERMINABLY WITH OUR PUTTING UP 
OBSTACLES IN GIVING OUR ASSURANCE AGSINST INVASION. 


WE LEFT WITH NO UNDERSTANDING IN REGARD TO FUTURE MEETING 
AND WITH NC INDICATION FROM KUZNETSOV THAT THEY WOULD GIVE 
WAY IN REGARD TG IL-28&’S OTHERK THAN TO SAY THAT THEY WCULD 
CONSIDER REMOVAL OF IL-28’S IN CONNECTTON WITH SOLUTION OF 
VERIFICATION AND REINTRODUCTION PROBLEMS.
